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umia Abu-Jamal needs your 

help. As mentioned in Animad- 
yerse issue #4, he is currently on death 
ow, and has been on death row since 
1982. Mumia is serving a death sen- 
ence in which he should not be on. 
Mumia, the former president of the 
>hiladelphia Association of Black Jour- 
lalists was entitled by the people "The 
Voice of the Voiceless". 


He was driving his taxi caron Decem- 
zer 9, 1981, when he witnessed police 
eating up his brother (who was pulled 
over for a minor traffic offense.) Mumia 
han approached the scene to help his

brother. He was shot in the stomach by 
the cop. In the following circumstance, 
the cop was shot and it resulted to his 
death. Witnesses claimed that the gun- 
man fled on foot, while Mumia and his 
brother awaited for an ambulance. He 
was then charged three days later with 
the murder. There wasn’t any proof of 
fingerprints or evidence that linked 
either a bullet or a gun to him. 


At his trial he was denied the choice 
of a defense attorney. The prosecutor 
refused all black jurors except for one.

| THE DEATH PENALTY 



















Resm is increasing rapidly in the 
justice system. It continues to 
have an impact on prisoners. Race 
seems to be a very important factor 
when it comes to deciding who receives 
a lesser punishment for the same crime. 
Sentence patterns have been re- 
searched for the past fifteen years, 
which proves that the sentence you get 
often depends on your race. 


The easiest way to show this to you, 
is to give you the make-up of the death 
row population 


As of April 24/1991, 966 (39%) of 
prisoners under death row in amerikka 
were black, while only 12% of the popu- 
lation nationally is black. In most states 
blacks condemned to death outnumber 
whites condemned to death. 

Alabama-51 (47%) of the 109 death 
row inmates are black, only 26% of the 
population is black. 

Louisiana-17 (50%) of the 34 death 
row inmates are black, 30% of the popu- 
lation is black. 

Mississippi-30 (58%) of the 52 death 
row inmates are black, 36% of the popu- 
lation is black. 

North Carolina-42 (42%) of the 99 
death row inmates are black, 23% of the 
population is black. 

South Carolina-21 (50%) of the 43 
death row inmates are black, 30% of the 
population is black. 

Virginia-22 (50%) of the 45 death row 
inmates are black, 19% of the popula- 
tion is black. 


Illinois-86 (63%) of the 136 death row 
inmates are black, 15% of the popula- 
tion is black. 


Maryland-14 (87%) of the 16 death 
row inmates are black, 25% of the popu- 
lation is black. 


New Jersey-8 (62%) of the 13 death 
row inmates are black, 15% of the popu- 
lation is black. 


Ohio-53 (53%) of the 99 death row 
inmates are black, 10% of the popula- 
tion is black. 


Pennsylvania-78 (60%) of the 132 
death row inmates are black, 10% of the 
population is black. 


The statistics on the race of the of- 
fender alone do not always indicate 
bias, given that roughly 50% of those 
arrested for murder are black. It also 
depends on the race of the victim in 





cases where the death penalty is im 
posed. Between 1976 to 1991, 145 pris- 
oners that were executed had been 
convicted of killing 147 victims. (The 
death penalty was reinstated in 1976. 
125 (84%) of these victims were white 
and 22 were black or of another minority 
group. 43 black or ethnic minority pris- 
oners have been executed for killing 
white victims, not one white has been 
executed for killing a black victim. In 
August 1988, 43 whites were under the 
death sentence for killing black victims, 
while 727 blacks were executed for kill- 
ing white victims. 

In the late seventies, statistics were 
compared on all criminal homicides and 
death sentences imposed in Florida, 
Georgia, Texas and Ohio.

hrough the U.S. and Canada the 

numbers of hate crimes against 
gaze and lezbians have increased dra- 
matically. Violent attacks against gaze 
have been going on since the beginning 
of time. No thanks to christianity, which 
has played the majority ruling of the 
hatred towards lezbians. No longer will 
we hide our identity, we will stand up for 
our rights and our personal freedom. 


In Washington D.C. two men were 
viciously attacked and beaten for hold- 
ing hands in a “public park". The gay 
community decided to hold a “Bash 
Back Night", protesting the beatings of 
the two men. New York city gaze drew 
pink triangles all throughout New York, 
symbolizing that gaze and lezbians 
have been bashed in the area. In Mont- 
real, two lezbians were kicked out of a 
coffee house for kissing each other and 
holding hands across the table. The 
next day one-hundred gays and lezbi- 
ans gathered inside the coffee house 
and chanted "were queer, were here 
and we don’t want your coffee", they 
then left without paying. 


In Vancouver B.C. a billboard adver- 
tisement titled "Homophobia is killing 
us" was rejected by the advertising 
agency claiming “Graphic advertise- 
ment.” The ad had two men holding one 
another and there was no graphic geni- 
tal areas shown. The gay community 
protested this outrage outside of the 
advertising agency for three weeks, 
then a letter of apology from the execu-

tive director of the advertisement 
agency was read outside of the agency. 
The billboard was put back up. 


One of the newest organization "Out- 
watch", which is similar to the "Pink Pan- 
thers", patrol the streets at night, arming 
themselves with only walkie talkies to 
communicate with each other. These 
members were usually victims of gay 
bashing themselves. Attacks on gay 
men and wimmin range from slander to 
severe beatings and sometimes death. 


Queer Nation" and “Act-Up" two of 
the more militant gay organizations, 
hold protests and marches every week 
across the u.s. Act-Up was the group 
responsible for interrupting a mass in 
New York city, held by the pope. The 
group of activists protested against his 
blatant homophobic and pro-aids 
stance in the church. The protest re- 
ceived world wide coverage. Another 
act of Queer Nation and Act-Up was a 
boycott of the last "grammy awards", for 
the portrayal of gay men and wimmin in 
the film and movie industry. They also 
handed out maps of stars homes who 
were gay. (Hey, who knew?) 


In france, an underground gay paper 
titled "Queer Assault" directly deals with 
outing influential gay people, including 
politicians, singers and media personal. 
Queer Assault’s tactics range from vio- 
lence to civil disobedience. Their latest 
boycott was directed at the European 
parliament, in which photographic pic- 
tures of parliament members were 
placed all through Europe, listing their 
names, home addresses and telephone 
numbers. Queer Assault also deal with 
homophobic media. An article in a 
French paper caused an uproar in the 
gay community when it said “Gay life- 
style is a choice." Over 2000 queers 
marched against the paper's business, 





destroying property. Three months later 
the editor of the paper was fired. 


There are several support groups 
and hot-lines that victims can call for 
help in cases of gay bashing and as- 
sault. 


The history of queer bashing that is 
hardly ever talked about, is queer con- 
centration camps. During the time of 
Auschwitz, any gay men or wimmin 
caught in the act of homosexuality was 
brought directly to the concentration 
camp. Homosexuality was considered 
an evil and immoral act. They were 
forced to wear upside down pink trian- 
gles, there heads were shaven, and 
they were gassed. Today the pink trian- 
gle is a symbol of gay men and wimmin 
world wide. We have also "taken back" 
insults, which have been labelled upon 
us by the heterosexual community such 
as Queer, Fag, Dyke, Sissy, Homo, 
Lezbo and Butch. We must learn that 
homosexuality is not wrong or against 
any religion, and that friends who no 
longer wish to associate with us, were 
never our friends to begin with. Of 
course we know all this, but we must 
teach the straight community that we 
are just as conceming and loving of 
ourselves and our gay sisters and broth- 
ers as they are with their brothers and 
sisters. 


In Ontario Canada, a new law was 
passed which includes homosexuality 
in teachers guidelines. Representatives 
of schools are now responsible for 
teaching children that homosexuality is 
a “normal” act and you should not be 
afraid to "come out of the closet." (It’s 
about fucking time!)

We need to look for a society based on 
our freedom, not a society based on 
control over our freedom. 


Our governments political system 
should be one of the first priorities of all 
of our lives. Political oppression is sub- 
jected to us every minute of the day, the 
police car driving by, the rich classes 
bank on the corner, the stock exchange, 
all the way to the work force receiving 
petty wages from their bosses. The list 
runs long and | am sure you know most 
of them, because you experience them 
everyday. 

The fact is, no matter what type of 
government there is, there is always 
someone who is in power. It does not 
matter who is in power, it could be your 
best friend who might have a great po- 
litical opinion. If he or she-(which is very 
unlikely for a womyn to get in power 
because of Patriarchy) are in power 
then they are enslaving people to their 
political theory.

Government of any kind has to be 
abolished.

and of course there is the most oppres- 
sive and authoritative factor which de- 
grades your freedom, this is 
government. 


Government? Take a good look at it 
and you will discover that it is the worst 
criminal you will ever know of. It fills the 
world with violence, fraud and trickery, 
oppression and agony. It is the pollution 
of humankind, and is the disgrace of 
human intelligence. Even you would 
more than likely admit that govemment 
means violence and is wicked. Ques- 
tion yourself and you will discover that 
government is obscene, and you would 
probably say that you do not really need 
it to help you, but proclaim thatit is there 
for others needs. Which is exactly what 
the other person would probably say 
towards you. 


Human beings are social beings, 
they can barely survive alone, they live 
in communities or societies. Mutual 
need and common interests result in 
specific arrangements to afford us se- 
curity and comfort. Such co-working is 
free and voluntary, it needs no force by 
any government. People would be able 
to seek their best desire, and would be 
able to progress to their finest. All 
through life you will find that the needs 
and inclinations of people make for as- 
sociation, for mutual protection and 
help.

It is the difference be- 
tween liberty and repression, between 
anarchy and government, because an- 
archism means voluntary co-operation 
instead of forced participation.

With the abolishment of govemment 
the evils of greed, murder, and crime 
would literally vanish, except for a smal 
amount during the first time span of the 
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realisation that we would actually be 
free. Besides, the crime that may befall 
would not be near as severe as the crime 
of governments. Plus, first ask yourself if 
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government really protects us from 
crime? Doesn't the govemment itself 
produce and support conditions which 
make for crime? Govemment again, 
develops the devotion of intolerance 
and persecution of hatred and more 
violence. Crime increases with the 
growth of poverty and injustice nour- 
ished by governments. 


Crime is the result of economic con- 
ditions, of social prejudice of wrongs 
and evils of which govemments and 
control are the supporters. Govemment 
or law can only wrongly punish the 
Criminal, they can not cure nor prevent 
crime. The only real cure for crime is to 
abolish its foundations, which the gov- 
emment can never do because it is 
there sustaining those very causes. 
Crime can be eliminated only by abol- 
ishing its creation. Government can not 
do this. 


The abolishment of government 
means to do away with the conditions 
of crime. Crimes resulting from the op- 
pression, inequality and poverty from 
government, will vanish all together. 
Certain crimes will probably uprise, 
such as crimes resulting from jealousy, 
passion, and from the spirit of force and 
violence which dominates the world to- 
day.

The abolishment 
of govemment will neither breed crime 
nor offer any foundation for its growth. 


The truth is, present life is insignifi- 
cant, difficult, confusing, and not suffi- 
cient from any point of view. That is why 
there is so much depression and dis- 
content. The worker is not satisfied nor 








is the authority happy over loss of prop- 
erty and power over "bad times”. 


Capitalism is pointless and unneces- 
sary. The threat of bankruptcy and un- 
employment are the main elements of 
a Capitalist society. Capitalism only al- 
lows the rich to get richer and the poor 
to get poorer. Govemment is based on 
wealth and majority rule, so the poor are 
excluded from any act of gaining wealth 
or economic potential. The rich ad- 
vance higher, while other rich people 
fills their place, and the poor... stay 
poor. While getting oppressed by the 
rich, the poor are forced to pay the 
same as the rich.

In these states, death sentences ac- 
counted for 70% of all death sentences 


imposed nationally at the time. Killers of 


whites were sentenced to death more 
often than killers of blacks. Even though 
most killers of whites were white, if you 
were black and killed a white you would 
more likely to be sentenced to death. 


In Texas, blacks who killed whites 
were five to six times more likely to be 
put on death row than whites who killed 
whites. In Florida, blacks who killed 
whites were forty times more likely to 
get the death sentence than those who 
killed blacks. 


During the seventies no white was 
sentenced to death for killing a black 
victim. However in 1980 a white man 
got the death penalty for murdering a 
black woman. He was the first white in 
that state to be sentenced to death for 
killing a black victim only. 


Other studies were conducted in dif- 
ferent capital punishment states, which 
have come to the same conclusion. A 
study in the early eighties was done to 
figure out why killers of whites, were 
eleven times more likely in Georgia, to 
get the death penalty than those killing 
black victims. It discovered two points 
which affected the likelihood of an even- 
tual death penalty were the prosecutors 
decisions on 1) whether or not to plea 
bargain and 2) whether or not to seek a 
death sentence on a murder conviction. 
Black victim cases were more likely to 
plea to manslaughter or life sentence 
on murder convictions than cases of 
white victims. White victim cases (with 
Black defendants) were more likely to 
have charges reduced. 


In Georgia, 40% of the cases of capi- 
tal crimes soughtthe death penalty. The 
others received life sentences withouta 
penalty hearing. But, most disturbing 
was finding that, although cases with 
white victims tended to be more aggra- 
vated in general, the levels of aggrava- 





tion in crimes involving black victims 
had to be substantially higher before 
Prosecutors charging and sentencing 
recommendations than the jury sen- 
tence decision. 


Many other studies have found racial 
differences in prosecutors decisions 
and charging. One study found that 
race had a definite "extra-legal" influ- 
ence when deciding whether or not 
someone received the death penalty. 
"Race and Prosecutorial Discretion in 
Homicide Cases" by some prosecutors 
had a tendency to "down-grade” black 
victim cases and, of course, "up-grade" 
white victim cases. 


However, these findings do not al- 
ways mean the prosecutor intentionally 
discriminated. There is alot of public 
pressure on prosecutors to seek the 
death penalty in white victim cases than 
black or other minority victim cases. 
Also, there is alot of community outrage 
and public pressure for a victim of a 
middle class backround, which is more 
likely to apply to whites than blacks. 


In 1987, the U.S. Supreme Court 
examined racial discrimination in the 
death penalty (in McCleskey V. Kemp's 
case) to determine whether or not 
Georgia’s capital punishment violated 
the Equal Protection Clause in the 
Fourteenth Amendment. The court de- 
manded an large amount of proof for 
the defendant, who needed to prove 1) 
that the decision makers in his case 
intentionally acted discriminatory or 2) 
that the Georgia Legislature maintained 
the death penalty statue because of 
racial discrimination 


The court decided that the statistics 
didn’t prove that race came in to the 
decision of capital punishment in any 
one particular case. The court also 
noted that " any mode for determining 
guilt or punishment has its weaknesses 
and potential for misuse. Despite such 
imperfections, Constitutional guaran- 
tees are met when the mode for deter- 


mining guilt or punishment has been 
surrounded with safeguards to make it 
as fair as possible." The majority did 
Say some arguments should be ad- 
dressed to individual state legislative 
bodies, to determine appropriate pun- 
ishment in particular crimes. The court 
also noted “Despite McCleskey’s wide 
ranging arguments that basically chal- 
lenge the validity of capital punishment 
in our multi-racial society, the only 
question before us is whether in his 
case, the law of Georgia was properly 
applied." Justice John Paul Stevens 
noted, “ The Court’s decision appears 
to be based on a fear that acceptance 
of McCleskey’s claim would sound the 
knell for capital punishment. If society 
were indeed forced to choose between 
a racially discriminatory death penalty 
(one that provides heightened protec- 
tion against murder "for whites only") 
and no death penalty at all, the choice 
mandated by the Constitution would be 
plain". After the McCleskey ruling, a bill, 
entitled The Racial Justice Act, was 
drafted. This bill would outlaw the death 
sentence in cases conducted in a ra- 
cially discriminatory manner. It was de- 
feated in the U.S Senate on 
Oct.13,1988. The vote was 52 to 35. 


We cannot continue to believe that 
the death penalty and life sentences 
are not conducted in a racist manner. 
The evidence is clear enough. One of 
the most telling statistics is that 6 of 11 
defendants convicted of killing a white 
victim would not have received the 
death penalty if the victim was black. 
These figures obviously vary from state 
to state, but the results are the same- 
the taking of a white life deserves more 
punishment than the taking of a black 
life. The death penalty definitely needs 
to be abolished. Race will stillbe a large 
issue in sentencing, but at least it won't 
decide who lives and who dies.--Infor- 
mation from KICK IT OVER.
